Oor readers will perceive, by the play-bill of this evening, that 
Rossini’s T'urco in Italia, under its English title of The Turkish Lo- 
vers, has been sufficiently suceessful to warrant, at all events, a second 
representation. We congratulate the public, we mean that part of .it 
in particular, who have not the eppertanit of visiting, or the acquire- 
ment necessary for enjoying the performances of the King’s Theatre, 
on their being able to hear this delightfdl music with a version they 
can comprehend, though we must fairly warn them that they will not 
possess that enjoyment in its highest class, Music is, after all, al- 
ways secondary to language ; it is by a sort of spontaneous response 
to that more definite and full expansion of the mind that it delights ; 
melodies may be pleasing harmonies, may be rich, but the body of 
music wants its soul when not inspited by poetry and wit. The Eng- 
lish Opera fails in exciting interest, the consequence must be thet the 
original music is reduced to its mechapical excellence ; this, in general, 
we take to be cause of the apparent apathy of our audiences to im- 
ported Opera in general ;—the music is not an illustration of any feel- 
ing we possess, but we have to dispense with the felicities of idea and 
language which probably engendered its charms. The Turkish Lovers, 
without entering very minutely into its plot, turns upon the jealousy 
of Geronio, in consequence of the attentions of Selim to his wife Flo- 
tella, aided in intricacy by a former beloved of Selim, a Turkish vil- 
lain; an intriguing chambermaid, a footman of the same class, (Miss 
Kelly and Mr. Harley) .as they have been used, or ill-used, from play 
going time immemorial, together with a gang of gipsies, 

Miss Fanny Ayton pleased us ont by the precision and ‘sci+ 
ence of her style, producing frequently, by good taste and judgment, 
very considerable effects ; her voice in speaking is much too low, ss is 
Mrs. Geesin, who however sang yery delightfully, and.was twice de~ 
servedly encored ; the same compliment was paid to Miss Ayton. Mr. 
Braham was in good voice, and. did all that could be wished, but the 
music is not precisely of the kind ‘in which he is-happiest. Mr. Bed- 
ford, King of the Gypsies, and Han, the Turkish Iago, merited all 
the applause they received. Mr..J. Russell sang with Base and play 
folness, acting with the air in a manaer worivalled by any English co- 
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mic singer, excepting only Mr. G. Penson, Let us also do justice to 
the orchestra, which was, in every respect, a support to the Opera ; 
this is not always the case. - The .scenery is frequently beautiful, the 
Jast scene especially so.—The dresses are rich. he Boy of Santil- 
lane we were too much exhausted to see, as the house was excessively 
crowded, even the upper boxes.. Mr..Braham announced the repeti- 
tion of the Opera, and his popularity succeeded in, obtaining for it an 
almost unmixed approbation ; by.the way, his character is written in 
a very tragic style of blank verse, an assumption of Mr. Kean’s pro- 
vince, for which we should suppose the latter will call him to account 
on his speedy and mach wished return to London.
